Soviet Rejects U. S. Protest Note 

THREElLAIMS 
BY OTHERS 
OUSTED 


Despite reports that major irrigation companies are 
opposed to a dam on the Santa Ana river, developments 
today indicated that there should be no difficulty in achiev¬ 
ing harmony on the project. Provisions of which the water 
companies wish to be assured are in accord with the ideas of 
three members of the board of supervisors. 

Today the county water district presented a report to 
the board of supervisors setting forth points on which the 
water concerns desire a definite understanding. In brief, the 

water companies wish to be as¬ 
sured of their present supply. 
This report was made by Paul 
Bailey, consulting engineer for the 
water district, who had contacted 
the boards of directors of the 
Santa Ana Valley Irrigation com¬ 
pany and the Anaheim Union Wa¬ 
ter company, with a view to find¬ 
ing out their positions. 

Mr. Bailey's report said that di¬ 
rectors of both companies ex¬ 
pressed a desire to try and work 
these matters out. but that the 
directors of the Anaheim Union 
Water company thought greater 
progress could be made if they 
could deal with the engineers of 
the county flood control district 
directly, rather than with the 
county water district. The flood 
control district is governed by the 
supervisors. 

Defer Offleial Action 
The three members of the hoard 
of supervisors at today's meeting 
said they are virtually in agree¬ 
ment with the principles set up by 
the water company. They de¬ 
ferred official action, however, un¬ 
til the other two members are 
present. Chairman John Mitchell 
and Supervisor LeRoy I-yon have 
been in Washington supporting 
‘he county’s application for fed¬ 
eral aid on the water program 
Mr. Bailey's report was made at 
the request of the water district's 
hoard of directors, which includes 
William Wallop, superintendent of 
tbe Anaheim Union Water com¬ 
pany; C. A Palmer, director in the 
Santa Ana Valley Irrigation com¬ 
pany. Roy Browning, engineer for 
the Irvine ranch company; Willis 
Warner, Huntington Beach busi¬ 
ness man; Frank Champion mayor 
of Laguna Beach; W. C. Mauer- 
han, Katella rancher, and William 
Schumacher, Buena Park rancher 
and former supervisor. 

‘Boards Apprehensive’ 

In summarizing his discussions 
with the water companies’ boards 
of directors, Mr. Bailey said both 
boards “are apprehensive of the 
effect on the water supplies of 
their companies of the construc¬ 
tion of a dam on the Santa Ana 
river at the upper Prado site un¬ 
less specific understandings are 
had ..." 

Friends of the water program 
have contended that the water 
companies are opposed to a dam 
on the river, particularly at the 
Prado location. 

There are four points on which 
the water companies desire an 
understanding. They wish to be 
assured that any water removed 
from the river during construction 
of a dam shall be replaced and 
that each company shall at all 
times receive its rightful supply 
undiminished. In this connection 
the program does not contem¬ 
plate removal of any water during 
construction, hut does provide for 
by-passing the flow through the 
dam to continue down the river as 
at present. 

Underground Pipes Asked 

The second request is that such 
an underground pipe system be 
built beneath the dam to carry 
through it the actual amount of 
underflow found in the sand and 
gravel of the river at the time the

MOSCOW, Aug. 27. UP)—'The j 
soviet government today replied j 
with a rejection of the United | 
States' note protesting against ac¬ 
tivities of the seventh congress of 
the Third Communist Internation- 1 
ale. 

Ambassador William C. Bullitt 
of the United States received a 
note from Under-Commissar N. N. 
Krestinsky which read: 

“Your note of August 25 con- ! 
tains no facts which could be re- \ 
garded as a violation on the part 1 
of the soviet government of its ! 
obligations. 

'No Obligation’ 

“On the other hand, it is un- j 
doubtedly nothing new for the gov¬ 
ernment of the United States that 
the government of the Union of ; 
Soviet Socialist Republics cannot 
assume and have never assumed i 
any obligations as regards the 
Communist Internationale." 

Krestinsky summed up by say¬ 
ing: 

"I cannot accept your protest 
and I am compelled to reject it.” 

Verbal protests by the British, 
Italian and Latvian governments 
against statements by speakers in 
the recent seventh congress of the I 
third Internationale were "rejected I 
immediately” by Hie soviet gov- | 
ernment, it was announced today. I 

The American protest was de- j 
livered Sunday. The other three j 
governments made their protests 
prior to that of the United States. 

Attacks Speaker 

The British protest was made | 
August 19 when Lord Chilston, | 
ihe British ambassador, called on I 
Vice-Commissar Krestinsky. 

Lord Chilston attacked remarks ! 
made by Georgi Dimitroff, Bui- i 
garian communist leader, who, in i 
a speech before the Internationale, \ 
accused the British national gov- j 
ernment of clearing the way for ! 
fascism. 

Dimitroff said the communists ' 
favored the return of a labor gov¬ 
ernment in Great Britain with the 
eventual aim of establishing a 
soviet regime there. 

The Italian speaker, Bastisti. 
told the Internationale that the 
communists in Italy were working 
up opposition to Premier Musso- : 
lini's military plans in Africa. 

In Washington it was felt the 
soviet rejection of the American 
protest against interference in 
American affairs will—in the opin¬ 
ion of well-informed observers— 
force the United States to review 
the character of its future rela¬ 
tionships with the soviet union. 

Secretary Hull declined any i 
comment today on the soviet ac- , 
tion pending receipt of official dis¬ 
patches from William C. Bullitt, I 
the American ambassador. 

While the American note served 
blunt warning on Moscow of "seri- i 
ous consequences,” it was be¬ 
lieved by observers here that, for | 
the time being at least, there will 
be no definite break in friendly 
relations. 


LONDON. Aug. 27. W-The 
British admiralty scanned the 
horizon with increased vigilance 
today as news reached London 
that the Italian battle fleet had 
been ordered to prepare for "ex¬ 
tensive movements." 

The Mediterranean has been 
transformed into a tense zone 
bristling with the presence of two 
potentially hostile armadas. 

Unheralded maneuvers reported 
to have been ordered by Mussolini 
were interpreted here as a coun¬ 
termove to Great Britain’s mass¬ 
ing of her Mediterranean fleet 
within striking distance of the 
Suez canal. 

Offer* Real Hanger 

Jealously eyed by Britain as the 
"life-line" to its African colonies 
and by Italy as a vital artery ot 
supply for some 250.00(1 soldiers in 
Kritrea and Italian Somaliland, the 
Suez canal is felt here to offer far 
more danger to European peace 
than the impending Italo-Ethio- 
pian hostitilities 

The whole question received 
Impetus from another quarter 
today as Japan was reported to 
have followed Germany's lead 
In clamoring for a colonial 
"place in the son." 

The Daily Herald said that the 
Japanese government was prepar¬ 
ing to open negotiations with 
Great Britain. The Netherlands 
and other powers "with the idea 
of securing immigration rights in 
the Far East for some of her mil¬ 
lions of surplus population.” 

Seek Showdown 

These twin developments con¬ 
fronted Sir Samuel Hoare, foreign 
secretary, and Anthony Eden, min¬ 
ister for League of Nations af¬ 
fairs, who returned to Whitehall 
today to prepare the British strat¬ 
egy for the meeting of the council 
of the League of Nations at 
Geneva September 4 Mussolini 
is expected to demand then the 
explusion of Ethiopia from the 
league in rebuttal to the British 
government’s insistence on a 
showdown. 

The foreign office today awaited 
official information regarding the 
reported incident in Massawa. 
Eritrea, where 15 Indians, British 
subjects, were arrested by Italian 
authorities A dispatch from 
Aden. Arabia, said they were ar¬ 
rested for telegraphing their as¬ 
sociates to ship no more merchan¬ 
dise to Massawa. 

In Paris authoritative sources 
this evening said that a British 
plan for the moral indictment of 
Italy in case of aggression in 
Ethiopia had been presented to 
Premier Pierre Laval. 

The plan was described as a 
substitute for sanctions—interna¬ 
tional penalties to be applied 
against treaty-breakers.

Neutrality Act To Get 
Roosevelt's Pen At 
Ceremony Soon 


Challenge Of TVA Will 
Be Instituted Also In 
Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 <7Pi - 
President Roosevelt announced to¬ 
day he would sign the unprece¬ 
dented neutrality resolution, but 
deferred the ceremony for the 
event to meet the convenience of 
senators. 

The signing had been arranged 
for noon. However, some of those 
Invited were unable to be at the 
White House at that time. 

The new course is a sharp de¬ 
parture from traditional American 
policy in that it is mandatory 
upon the President. 

Foremost of the devices in¬ 
tended to keep this country out of 
wars over foreign controversies is 
a mandatory embargo until Feb¬ 
ruary 29 on shipments of arms to 
belligerents. The legislation also 
sets up a munitions board to con¬ 
trol licensing of arms exports.

WASHINGTON. Aug. 27.—The 
parade of new deal enactments 
to the supreme court speeded up 
today. 

The government sought a rul¬ 
ing on constitutionality of the 
AAA, and private interests made 
ready quickly to challenge the 
TVA. 

Congress having adjourned these 
developments bade fair to intensi¬ 
fy dispute over whether the new 
deal can he carried on within the 
constitution. 

On all sides was a realization 
that the course of the 1936 cam- 
paigrn, and perhaps the national 
destiny itself, may be tremendous¬ 
ly affected by the results. 

The justice department asked 
the highest court to review the 
case of the Hoosic mills in Mas¬ 
sachusetts, under which the Bos¬ 
ton circuit court held against the 
AAA last month. 

The New Orleans circuit court 
decision upholding the TVA was 
involved in a brief prepared by 
Forney Johnson, counsel for 
George Ashwander and other 
stockholders of the Alabama Pow¬ 
er company. He made ready to 
file it, in an attempt to have the 
TVA outlawed along with NRA. 


Orange county weather ap¬ 
peared about ready to return to 
normal today, although cloudy 
skies and possible showers were 
predicted generally for Southern 
California tonight.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27. Up— 
The new serial security board was 
reported in authoritative quarters 
today to have given up its plans to 
grant aid to states this year for 
old-age pensions and other parts 
of the social security program. 

This word preceded a White 
House conference late today at 
which President Roosevelt and 
congressional leaders arranged to 
canvass how the board could be 
financed until January. 

I-oss of the deficiency bill be¬ 
fore the filibuster by Senator 
Huey Long, last night left it with¬ 
out funds. 

Arthur Altmeyer, the only mem¬ 
ber of the board here today, also 
was to see the President. 

Attorney General Cummings 
was studying whether it would be 
legal to use some of the $4,000.- 
000.000 relief fund temporarily to 
fill gaps left by failure of the ap¬ 
propriation. 


If it is found relief funds are 
not available, the board may start 
work with labor and commerce 
department funds, with employes 
going on the payrolls of those de¬ 
partments. 

F. D. E. to Air View* 

Authoritative reports were that 
the President, exercised over the 
loss of the important legislation 
through the last-minute filibuster, 
was contemplating three radio 
speeches, starting tomorrow, in 
which the defeat of the legisla¬ 
tion and the results would be dis¬ 
cussed. 

Although there were conflicting 
expressions as to what handicaps 
failure of the bill might impose 
upon such new agencies as the so¬ 
cial security commission, labor re¬ 
lations board and railroad pension 
agency, capitol concensus was 
that the primary part of the pro¬ 
grams would go ahead. 


Pending the meeting, the White 
House offered no opinion on 
whether there was need of obtain¬ 
ing the $100,000,000 provided by 
the bill from other sources, or a 
part of it until congress meets 
again in January and can author¬ 
ize it formally. 

Won’t Recall Congress 
Stephen Early, a secretary to 
Mr. Roosevelt, said he did not be¬ 
lieve the president would call con¬ 
gress back again because of fail¬ 
ure of this one bill. 

The social security board was 
understood to be at a loss as to 
where money would come from. 
It had asked about $100,000,000 to 
start the program. Of that, $4,- 
000.000 was to have been used for 
administration purposes. 

The remainder was to have gone 
to the states for old age pensions, 
child welfare work, aid to the 


blind, and mothers’ assistance, and 
to federal agencies for public 
health work and further aid to 
mothers and children. 

The largest item was $45,000,- 
000 for old age pensions. 

Request Trimmed 

The budget bureau trimmed the 
board's request to about $75,000,- 
000 on the ground that a quarter 
of the year would have passed be¬ 
fore the program got started. 

Whether cash could be • taken 
from FERA or PWA funds was 
discussed in the labor department. 

The labor relations board has 
about $300,000 to its credit. Board 
officials said this amount would 
carry the board at least until con¬ 
gress reconvened. 

The deficiency bill carried an 
additional $200,000 appropriation 
for the labor board.

happened, but actually it was 
12:09 a. m. 

Thus ended the historic session 
which saw such measures passed 
as the *4.880.000.000 work relief 
bill, largest appropriation of all 
time; the far reaching social se¬ 
curity measure; a new. if only 
temporary, neutrality policy for 
America: a bank bill giving a re¬ 
organized federal reserve board 
more centralized control over 
money and credit; amendments to 
strengthen AAA and TV A; a 
$250,000,000 new tax bill; utilities 
regulation, and a list of other 
major acts. 

It also saw the supreme court 
strike down the New Deal s No 1 
experiment, NRA. starting a con¬ 
stitutional debate sure to echo in 
the 1936 campaign, and it saw the 
senate vote down American ad¬ 
herence to the World Court despite 
administration efforts 

Spent 810,250,000,000 

All in all, expenditures author¬ 
ized during the session totalled 
some $10,250,000,000. 

There was some uncertainty to¬ 
day about the financing of social 
security and other measures dur¬ 
ing the interim until congress 
meets again next January. Dur¬ 
ing the heat of the Long filibuster 
last night, the Louisianan had 
pointed to assertions that the 
Roosevelt administration could get 
the money from the $4,880,000,000 
work relief funds. Senator Rob¬ 
inson of Arkansas, democratic 
leader, replied that Comptroller 
General McCarl. czar of federal 
expenditures, had indicated other¬ 
wise. Robinson emphatically 
charged Long with “deliberately 
killing" a bill "carrying funds for 
the aged and crippled." 

May Find Money 

As the fury of debate subsided, 
however, other leaders indicated a 
belief that sufficient money could 
be found. Chairman Buchanan 
(D-Tex.) of the house appropria¬ 
tions committee, said the president 
could finance "everything neces¬ 
sary between now and January" 
through executive orders. 

To this, Rep. Taylor (D-Colo.), 
the acting democratic floor leader, 
added: 

"The president told a bunch 
of us down at the White House 
this morning, and I suppose it's 
no secret, that he could take 
care of things if the deficiency 
bill didn’t pass." 

Congress plunged into its last 
night's session with warnings from 
administration leaders that, under 
the constitution, the president can 
adjourn congress himself if the 
two houses disagreed on an ad- 
jumment date. It was disclosed 
that this possibility had been dis¬ 
cussed at a White House confer¬ 
ence, though the executive offices 
emphasized the president was 
making no "threat." 

Once Leader Robinson, angered 
by Long's filibuster, shouted: 

"I am unwilling for the congress 
to incur the liability of being sent 
home by the order of the chief 
executive."

foundations are opened. This 
refers to the same water as that 
mentioned in point me. and is des¬ 
igned apparently to g.ve double 
protection on this score. 

The third point provides for 
maintenance of a low water chan¬ 
nel above the dam. through the 
entire length of the reservoir. 
When the reservoir is full, the 
water companies' supply will go 
through the by-pass that is pro¬ 
vided for. The companies wish to 
be assured that when the reser¬ 
voir water settles, the normal 
river channel will be maintained 
above the dam. free of silt or other 
obstructions which might inter¬ 
fere with normal action of the 
river This also is provided for in 
the county's program. 

West Reserves Opinion 

Supervisor N E West said to¬ 
day that this is the only point on 
which he wished to reserve his 
opinion. He said he would like to 
consult with engineers as to the 
practicability and economy of 
maintaining such a channel. 

The fourth point provides for as¬ 
surance that the rising streams in 
the reservoir bottom shall not be 
interfered with, to the end that 
the present freedom of flow shall 
be maintained. 

Mr. Bailey's work was done 
under authority of a resolution of 
the water district's board of di¬ 
rectors. which pointed out that it 
is of the utmost importance that 
an immediate adjustment and 
agreement be arrived at between 
all persons and companies en¬ 
titled to Santa Ana river water, 
in order that federal money may 
be obtained and a dam built on the 
river in accordance with the board 
of directors of the ilood control 
district. 

Mr. Bailey's complete report 
follows: 

Bailey's Report 

"Pursuant to your instructions. 
I met with the board of directors 
of the Orange County Flood Con¬ 
trol district and acquainted them 
with the contents of your resolu¬ 
tion that directed me to contact 
those entitled to use water from 
the Santa Ana river who are not 
in accord with the plans of the 
flood control which have been sub¬ 
mitted to the federal authorities 
by the flood control district, and 
to endeavor to secure satisfactory 
adjustments in these plans. With 
the board's consent, I then met 
with their board of consulting en¬ 
gineers and their flood control en¬ 
gineer and obtained data on the 
adopted plans. After this, I for¬ 
warded a letter to those entitled 
to use water from the Santa Ana 
river enclosing a copy of the res¬ 
olution passed by your board. A 
copy of the letter is attached 
hereto. 

"In response to this letter, I met 
with the directors of the Santa 
Ana Valley Irrigation com¬ 
pany on August 10th and the di¬ 
rectors of the Anaheim Union 
Water company on August 19th. 
After acquainting the boards with 
the plans submitted to the federal 
authorities that were given to me 
by the engineers of the flood con¬ 
trol district, the various members 
discussed the relation of these 
plans to the affairs of their com¬ 
panies. Summarizing these dis¬ 
cussions. both boards of directors 
are apprehensive of the effect on 
the water supplies of their com¬ 
panies of the construction of a 
dam on the Santa Ana river at the 
upper Prado site unless specific 
understandings are had on the 
following points. 

Summarizes Discussions 

“1. That water removed from 
the river during the construction 
of a dam shall be replaced as may 
be necessary from some other 
source to the end that each com¬ 
pany shall receive its supply at all 
times undiminished in quantity by 
reason of the dam being under 
construction. 

“2. That an underground pipe 
system shall be constructed be¬ 
neath the dam adequate in size, 
length and location to by-pass 
through the cut-off wall of the 
dam the actual quantity of under¬ 
flow found in the sands and 
gravels of the Santa Ana river 
when the foundations of the dam 
are opened up. 

"3. That a low-water channel 
having the same grade and di- 1 
mensions as the present one shall; 
always be maintained upstream 
from the dam through the entire 
length of the reservoir. 

"4. That suppression of the 
flow of the rising stream or of the 
springs within the reservoir site 
resulting from sedimentation or 
use of the reservoir shall be rem¬ 
edied promptly by adequate means 
to the end that the suppression 
shall be removed in effect and the 
former freedom of flow shall be 
restored. 

Needs More Instructions 

"It should be noted that these 
matters do not relate to plans for 
construction of the dam and res¬ 
ervoir as much as they do to op¬ 
eration and maintenance during 
and after construction. For this 
reason, the assurances desired by 
the directors of the water com¬ 
panies cannot be obtained through 
modification of the construction 
plans but must be obtained 
through specific agreements on 
the leveral subjects. 

“The directors of both com¬ 
panies expressed their desire to 
proceed and try to work these 
matters out. However, those of 
the Anaheim Union Water com¬ 
pany thought that greater prog¬ 
ress could be made if they could 
deal with the engineers of the 
Orange County Flood Control dis¬ 
trict directly rather than through 
the offices of the Orange county 
water district. For this reason 
and because your instructions to 
me do not go so far as to direct 
me to negotiate agreements of the

Santa Ana's tax rate of $1 55 
per $100 of assessed valuation will 
produce about $333,000 in revenue, 
it was estimated yesterday as the 
city council formally fixed the 
rate. Although the figure is 20 
cents lower than last year's rate, 
it will raise about $32,000 more 
than was collected last year This 
will result from a 35 per cent in¬ 
crease in assessed valuations, and 
from the addition of more than 
*2.000,000 of public utility prop¬ 
erty to the tax rolls. 

The council met at an adjourned 
session yesterday afternoon for 
the purpose of setting the rate 

Assessed valuations this year 
amount to *23,934.290. This fig¬ 
ure is made up of $21,599,045. the 
value of real estate and improve¬ 
ments. and *2.335,245. the assessed 
value of public utility property. 

To Retire Old Bond* 

Several items are included in the 
rate this year, which w e not 
there last year. A 10 per rent 
rate has been set up to retire $24.- 
000 principal and interest on the 
delinquent 1915 street assessment 
bonds of special districts These 
have been held to be municipal 
obligations by the courts The 
total delinquency for Santa Ana 
districts is *218.000. which will be 
retired in annual installments 
until 1941. 

Another new item is the 4 cent 
rate for *8800 principal and in¬ 
terest on the new city hall bonds 
of $70,000. A 5-cent rate has 
been set up to provide salary in¬ 
creases for city employes in the 
lower brackets. In addition money 
la to be provided for replacement 
of obsolete equipment, to cost 
* 12 , 000 . 

Total Budget $536,000 

While the tax rate is fixed to 
raise an estimated $333,883, the 
total budge is $536,000. The dif- 
total budget is $536,000 The dif- 
nue aside from taxes. This is es¬ 
timated as $143,000 income from 
the water department. $10,000 
from franchises, $35,000 from li¬ 
censes. *8000 from fines and about 
*5000 from permits and miscel¬ 
laneous receipts. 

The ordinance fixing the tax 
rate anticipates a 10 per cent de¬ 
linquency in tax payments, which 
Is taken into consideration in com¬ 
puting the *333,883 estimated to 
be collected. The total figure set 
up in the ordinance, as taxes, is 
*370,981.50. Actual revenue is ex¬ 
pected to be 10 per cent less than 
the *370.981.50.

The feeling that more than 
enough has been written about 
the war and Germany may cheat a 
good many readers out of an ex¬ 
perience they deserve to have. 
"Everything is Thunder" (Double¬ 
day, Doran) is emphatically not 
just another war book. 

Neither is its author, J. L. 
Hardy, just another soldier capi¬ 
talizing his experiences. It is true 
that he was a war prisoner in 
Germany, and that his chief char¬ 
acter is also a war prisoner. It is 
also true that Hardy was a con¬ 
firmed escaper, as is the prisoner 
in "Everything Is Thunder.” But 
the saving factor is that Hardy is 
a writer with a gift for projecting 
the subtlest psychological distinc¬ 
tions without obstructing the cur¬ 
rent of his narrative. 

So the book ranks both as a 
psychological study of a prisoner 
who feels he must keep up his 
record of escaping no matter how', 
and a novel of adventure. After 
the man escapes (at terrible sac¬ 
rifice) it becomes also a novel of 
love—a fine and touching love in 
which the partner is a Berlin pros¬ 
titute. 

Lastly. Hardy has balanced his 
book. Bribery, misrepresentation 
and murder have been necessary to 
reach "freedom." The book is a 
long series of pathetic and futile 
gestures, at the end of which fate 
makes a gesture as well. The 
book’s beauty is a rather terrible 
beauty, but it exists in the mind 
of the reader for a long while after 
the book is finished.

George Kellogg knocked the 
props from under a favorite con¬ 
tention of communists last night 
In an address given over radio sta¬ 
tion KREG. 

Making the second talk on the 
Minute Men program of the Santa 
Ana American Legion post, which 
has set out to combat communism 
through education. Mr. Kellogg 
blasted the false structure of radi¬ 
calism which red propagandists 
have erected about the founders of 
this nation. 

The men who built the United 
States, instead of being fire¬ 
brands who acted hastily in de¬ 
claring American independence 
and framing the constitution, were 
men of education and judgment. 
They deliberated a long time be¬ 
fore they at last took drastic 
steps, and when they finally acted, 
they created a new nation and a 
new form of government which 
has become the standard demo¬ 
cratic form of government for the 
world, he said. 

Viewpoint of History 

Mr. Kellogg, Yorba Linda ranch¬ 
er and president of the associated 
chambers of commerce, presented 
a striking viewpoint of American 
colonial history. It has been said 
that the colonists acted hastily in 
separating from Great Britain, j 
But Mr. Kellogg called attention 
to the fact that the colonies ex¬ 
isted for a longer period of time 
under English rule than the J 
United States has existed since 
adoption of the constitution. A pe¬ 
riod of 168 years elapsed between ■ 
the founding of the Massachusetts 
bay colony in 1620 and the fram¬ 
ing of the constitution in 1787. 

This was longer by 22 years 
than the 146-year period since the 
constitution became the funda¬ 
mental document of our govern¬ 
ment. And the sentiment building 
toward independence was forming 
slowly through all the 168 years 
the colonies existed, he stated. 

Earlier One In 1607 

The Virginia colony was found¬ 
ed even earlier than the Massachu¬ 
setts bay venture, in 1607. 

Mr. Kellogg next showed that, 
Instead of being hastily thrown to¬ 
gether overnight, the constitution 
and our present form of represen¬ 
tative government were growing 
little by little almost from the be¬ 
ginning. The people who founded

Work-Relief Meas 
Largest Appropric 
In U. S. Histor 


Following a conference last week 
between J. C. Beswick, chief of the 
bureau of vocational arts of the 
state department of education, Dr. 
Harry E. Zaiser, head of the 
Orange county hospital, and Frank 
Henderson, superintendent of 
schools in Santa Ana, a decision 
has been reached which will place 
the newly-created nurse's training 
course in the junior college under 
federal supervision. The new 
course includes bacteriology and 
other subjects necessary to obtain 
a nurse’s diploma 

Mr Henderson today announced 
that junior college printing courses 
also will be tinder the set-up, pro¬ 
vided for in the federal Smith- 
Hughes act. Under this act, one- 
half of the Instructor's salary is 
paid by the federal government, 
coming as a rebate to the school 
district at the close of each school 
year. 

Although the junior college 
printing is done in the same shop 
with the high school work, the 
high school printing will remain 
under its present set-up, Mr. Hen¬ 
derson said. Both the junior col¬ 
lege and high school printing is 
done under the direction of Thom¬ 
as E. Williams.

SACRAMENTO, Aug 27. UP)— 
Pension costs of the counties, in* 
creased by new state and federal 
legislation, led the board of equali¬ 
zation today to approve a series of 
requests for increases in budgets 
beyond the 5 per cent limitation. 

Like the pension law, the limita¬ 
tion act will go into effect on 
September 15. 

Expenditures of the counties for 
pensions are expected to increase 
about $6,000,000 a biennium be¬ 
cause of state and federal legisla¬ 
tion liberalizing the 1929 Califor¬ 
nia old age security act. 

Under the revised provisions of 
the act, the average pension will 
be increased from $20 a month to 
$30. the age limit cut from 70 to 
65 years and the time of residence 
reduced from 15 years to five 
years in the nine preceding appli¬ 
cation for pension. 

Although denying Fresno coun¬ 
ty permission to exceed the limita¬ 
tion for other purposes, the board 
permitted a 100 per cent .Increase 
in the amount the county has oeen 
paying in pensions. 


WASHINGTON. Aug 27. (2D - 
The first session of the Ttth con- 
press was a record smasher in at 
least one respect. It passed the 
bippost sinple appropriation in 
legislative history the $4,880,- 
000,000 work-relief bill. 

In another respect also, it per¬ 
haps set a record. Not within 
the 20th century, and perhaps 
never before in history, has there 
been so much debate, strupplinp 
and action on questions linked by 
one side or another with consti¬ 
tutional issues. 

Then, too, it was a congress 
which felt the impact of such su¬ 
preme court decisions as the NRA 
and pold ease verdicts 

‘Hot Oil* Decision 

Conpress reacted swiftly to the 
first of the major decisions by 
the hiph tribunal on n^w deal 
measures. In its "hot oil’ decision, 
the court voided section 0-0 of the 
national industrial recovery act on 
the pround that congress had ex- 
ceeded its authority in delegating 
to the president power to regu¬ 
late oil produced in excess of 
quo* as. 

Immediately, the administration 
set at to repair this damage to 
its program. It pressed to pas- 
sage the (Jonnally < D-Tex.) bill 
seek'ng to establish definite stand¬ 
ards of control instead of leaving 
them to the president's discretion. 

The supreme court upheld the 
New Deal on phases of its gold 
policy For example it closed the 
door to persons seeking payment 
of gold certificates in terms of the 
old pre-devaluation dollar. How¬ 
ever it left the floor open for flam- 
age suits by persons who could 
show they suffered loss because 
the government refused to pay off 
its bonds in gold, as promised. 

Of large significance from both 
the legislative and executive 
standpoints, however, was the su¬ 
preme court's edict that killed 
NRA 

'Back to Horses’ 

Coincident with the collapse of 
the whole rode making structure 
came a statement from President 
Roosevelt that the decision had 
carried the country back to "horse 
and buggy days.” 

A new law for the control of 
the liquor business was intro¬ 
duced by the administration to 
take the place of the old alcohol 
control administration which went 
down with NRA. 

Congress, after much argument, 
passed a law for a hollow, shad¬ 
ow ng NRA ag icy, whose chief 
function is inf matron gathering. 

Pass Wagner Rill 

Collapse of the codes lent im¬ 
petus to passage of the Wagner 
(D-N. Y.) labor hill which set up 
an independent labor board to re¬ 
view and settle disputes and su¬ 
pervise collective bargaining. 

Th«» Guffey bill to establish a 
“Little NBA” for the coal in¬ 
dustry became invoiced in such 
a hot row over its constitution¬ 
ality that President Roose¬ 
velt wrote a democratic leader 
requesting that it be passed 
despite any doubts as to its con¬ 
stitutionality. That provided 
more ammunition for his repub¬ 
lican opponents. 

With an eye toward still another 
supreme court decision holding 
unconstitutional the railway pen¬ 
sion act, administration leaders 
hastened to revise a phase of 
President Roosevelt’s social se¬ 
curity bill before that measure 
passed. 

Revise AAA Changes 

Soncerned over a coming su¬ 
preme court test of the agricul¬ 
tural adjustment administration 
next fall. New Deal forces pushed 
to enactment other safeguards in 
a revision of the AAA amend¬ 
ments to clarify and broaden the 
agency’s power. 

Similar action was taken on 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
measure. 

This session will be marked in 
history, also, as one in which an 
overwhelmingly democratic con¬ 
gress demonstrated stubborn and 
sometimes bitter opposition to 
parts of Presdent Roosevelt's 
program in contrast to the ease 
with which his emergency meas-

New Sulphur Slide Cut-Off 
Described in State Magazine 


By WILLIAM S. WHITE 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27. UP)— 
The president of the United States, 
his shoulders squared, stands be¬ 
fore the congress and says "no” 
to the soldier's bonus 

Senators have trooped over from 
their side of the capitol to sit with 
the representatives to hear the 
message There is a touch of the 
gala in the atmosphere, as the 
spring sun strikes lights in the gay 
dresses of the women, but the 
president's usually mobile face is 
still with solemnity. History is 
being made here in the old hall of 
the house of representatives. It is 
the first time that a chief ex¬ 
ecutive of this country has gone 
personally to rapitol hill to deliver 
a veto verbally and in the face of 
big majorities in both houses. 

Big Scene of Session 
This unprecedented scene, going 
bark to a sunny day last May was 
the dramatic highlight of the long, 
weary first session of the 74th con¬ 
gress, now ended. 

The president, erect behind the 
clerk's desk in the well of the 


house, finishes his address. 

“I am thinking,” he says, "of 
those who died in the cause of 
America here and abroad ... I 
am thinking of the widows and or¬ 
phans of all of them; I am think¬ 
ing of five millions of Americans 
who with their families, are today 
in dire need ... I am thinking not 
only of the past, not only of today, 
but of the years to come ... I 
believe the welfare of the nation, 
as well as the future welfare of 
the veterans, wholly justifies my 
disapproval of this measure." 

There is applause, not thunder- 
out, and Mr. Roosevelt has not left 
the building before there are 
shouts of "Vote, Vote.'” Over¬ 
whelmingly, the house overrides 
the veto, but the senate later su¬ 
stains it. 

The scene changes to the sen¬ 
ate. on May 20, Dennis Chavez, 
senator from New Mexico succeed¬ 
ed the late Bronson Cutting, is 
escorted into the chamber to take 
the oath. As he comes down the 
aisle on the arm of his colleague. 
Senator Hatch, five senate liber¬ 
als, their faces white, their eyes 
moist, leave the chamber one by 
one. White-haired and benign, 
Johnson of California and father¬ 
ly Norris of Nebraska led the 
way. Nye of North Dakota, La 
Foliette of Wisconsin and Ship- 
stead of Minnesota follow. The 
veteran Borah of Idaho already 
has absented himself. It was a 
silent but startling protest 
against the earlier efforts of the 
administration to defeat Cutting. 

Back to the house, which left 
President Roosevelt on two nota¬ 
ble issues—the bonus and the 
measure for dissolution of "un¬ 
necessary” utility holding compa¬ 
nies—for another great moment 
in a session now closed. A vote 
is coming on the president’s de¬ 
mand for dissolution. There are 
strong undercurrents. 

The ballot is taken by "tellers.” 
First comes those favoring disso¬ 
lution. They pass in a confused, 
wavering line down an aisle be¬ 
tween two members who tap 
them, count them one by one. It 
appears early that a much big¬ 
ger line is forming to go through 
the tellers later in opposition to 
the bill. Then tall Speaker Byrns, 
who doesn't have to vote, hits 
the trail In behalf of the admin¬ 
istration. Administration men 
strike up applause, some shout 
and whistle. The oppositionists 
walk on, unimpressed. The presi¬ 


dent loses in the vote. 

It was a session of sharp issues, 
of flaring investigations, and the 
longest since the second session 
of the sixth-seventh congress, 
which closed September 22, 1922, 
after 292 days. Bills introduced 
went well above 12,000, but above 
and beyond stood the centra! 
theme of recovery and reform. 
The great measures of the ses¬ 
sion—banking, social security, 
wealth taxation, power regulation 
—stood close to the heart of the 
Roosevelt plan for a changed so¬ 
cial order. Save for the four-bil- 
lion-doilar work-relief bill, nearly 
every major proposal was toward 
permanent legislation, whereas 
before emergency action had been 
the chief goal. 

It was a session, too, of “write 
or wire your congressman," with¬ 
out known parallel. Before the 
senate's vote refusing American 
adherence to the world court, mes¬ 
senger boys staggered under piles 
of telegrams estimated to have 
totaled more than 40.000 as a re¬ 
sult of radio appeals for and 
against the court. 

Toward the close, adjournment 
was the center of conversation 
among members themselves, A 
few “played hookey.” Most want¬ 
ed to go home. Privately, they 
complajned that the country was 
tiring of them. They wanted to 
get away, to build political fences, 
to see old friends. But most of 
all— tired, sometimes angry and 
befuddled and not physically up to 
standard—they wanted only to 
rest.

The roadbed is 50 
feet wide with a concrete pave¬ 
ment 20 to 30 feet wide and shoul¬ 
ders of oiled road 10 feet wide on 
each side. It extends from four- 
tenths of a mile east of Peralta 
school to Gypsum creek. 

“Construction of the cutoff nec¬ 
essitated changing the course of 
the Santa Ana river. This was 
accomplished by building 5534 
lineal feet of hank protection 
fence along the floor of the can¬ 
yon to protect the new route 
from damage during high water 
in the river. Railroad rails hound 
with wire mesh, hacked with tree 
cuttings and boulders, were used 
in erecting the fences.

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WHAT MADE THEM CHANGE? 

TT IS WITH no little amusement, although the subject 

is a serious one, that we regard the frantic attempts 
of some California Reds to assure their neighbors in 
recent days, that they are not Reds, never were Reds, and 
never will be Reds. The Red talk and the Pink talk, 
so popular hereabouts a few months ago, suddenly has 
become unpopular. It became even more so over the 
week-end when the state department at Washington made 
public a protest the United States had entered against 
violations of pledges concerning communist activities in 
the United States. 

The protest was made through Ambassador Bullitt 
to Soviet Russia, the preamble of which was as follows: 

“Under instructions from my government I have the 
honor to call attention to the activities, involving inter¬ 
ference in the internal affairs of the United States, which 
have taken place on the territory of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics in connection with the seventh all 
world congress of the Communist International, and, on 
behalf of the government of the United States, to lodge 
a most emphatic protest against the flagrant violation 
of the pledge given by the Union of Soviet Specialist 
Republics on Nov. 16, 1933, with respect to non-inter- i 
ference in the internal affairs of the United States.” 

This was the pledge that gained recognition of the 
soviet on the part of the United States. It was on this 
promise that the Russian Reds gained their real foothold 
and began “boring from within” as urged repeatedly by 
the International and repeated again during late weeks. 

It was this promise that the Reds and Pinks of the 
United States used to persuade our country to take the 
Reds by the hand and say, ‘Come on, brothers; we shall 
conquer the world.” 

It appears now it was a bad bargain. And the very 
people who urged it then are now the first to be shocked 
—so they say. What strange bleach has been used to 
make their hands so lily white over night? 

AND WHERE IS SECURITY? 

T HE first session of the 74th congress ran true to form 
to the very last as it wound up its business early this 
morning. 

Jockeying for position in the forthcoming campaign, 
administration democrats found themselves helpless in 
the face of another Huey Long filibuster, with the result 
that the entire deficiency program of .$102,000,000 went 
by the boards. This means that we have a social security 
act, a bill to regulate utilities, a soil conservation pro¬ 
gram and a long list of other relief and reform measures 
without any money to support them. We have a due bill 
at the grocery store, with no groceries in the store. 

Senator Long, determined to force payment of cotton 
and wheat subsidies, talked the deficiency bill to death, 
and the senate let him do it rather than yield to his dic¬ 
tation. 

But President Roosevelt is an optimist, as usual. He 
cays he will find a way to force payment, but there are 
few observers who see anything in sight until congress 
reconvenes in January, and even then there is no cer¬ 
tainty. It is comforting to know that the president is an 
optimist. Otherwise we might wonder how generations 
yet unborn will manage to pay for the $144,000 which con¬ 
gress appropriated every minute it worked during the 
session just closed. 

The social securities failure is a keen disappointment 
to the millions who had pinned their hopes on it. While 
economists are not in accord as to the soundness of the 
measure, it does seem to have merit far in excess of the 
proposed subsidy to wheat and cotton growers. The 
country will watch with interest the president’s efforts to 
bring order out of chaos, if that is possible. 

PROBLEM FOR DR. SCHACHT 

D R. HJALMAR SCHACHT, famous as the “economic 
dictator” of Germany under Hitler, is finding his 
hands full these days because of the tendency of retail 
prices in Germany to rise and rise and keep on rising. 

He has just issued a decree ordering price supervision 
offices to “prevent every unjustifiable rise.” German 
incomes are not going up appreciably, and an era of rising 
prices, if continued very long, would mean public distress 
—and, presumably, a good deal of public dissatisfaction 
with the government, as well. 

Dr. Schacht is simply facing the dilemma that afflicts 
all rulers these days. To restore prosperity it is necessary 
for prices to go up: yet the prices will inevitably go up 
ahead of the individual’s income, which means that the 
consumer stands to take the gouging. We need rising 
prices, but we can’t stand them when we get them. If Dr. 
Schacht can find the answer to that one, we wish he’d 
tell us what it is. 

PATHS OF GLORY
